Things to remember 


When you first use the GPS, please make sure that you are outside with good view of 
the sky. It takes about 2-5 minutes to locate the satellites for the first time. However, 
it will locate much faster during the subsequent uses. 

Only one GPS application can access the GPS at one time. If you are using Deluo 
GPS Diagnostics Software, please quit before starting other program. 

The optimal GPS placement is either on the dash or the roof. Direct view of the sky 
will improve the performance. 

Your Deluo GPS obtains information from the “free” system of 24 GPS satellites 
orbiting the earth. You should be able to get a position during any time of the day 
from any place on the surface of the earth provided you have a clear view of the sky. 
The number of satellites that your GPS is able to acquire (max. of 12) depends on 
the time of day and your location.

When to use the External Antenna 

When you are in a car, or any environments that GPS signal is blocked, the external GPS 
antenna will help to receive better GPS signal. Please place the external GPS antenna in 
an outdoor open-space to ensure a better GPS performance.

GPS Dash utility is provided 
to check GPS status but not required to run GPS.

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Frequently Asked Questions 


Q: Is Deluo GPS compatible with my mapping software? 


A: Our GPS receivers are fully compatible with the NMEA 0183 sentence specification 
that most GPS mapping software use as their communication protocol. Please check out 
our web store for each product specs, also you can email us at support@deluo.com 
regarding software compatibility 


Q: Where should | place my GPS? Can I use my GPS indoors? 


A: GPS Satellites are like flashlights beaming down information from above. Dense 
objects such as metals and concrete will block the GPS satellites and create shadows 
devoid of any GPS signal. Metallic car roofs, struts that hold up the roof, wiper blades, 
etc. can prevent your GPS from getting a good reception. Reflective windshields and 
some tinting can also prevent your GPS from seeing the satellites above. For the best 
results - make sure that your GPS has a clear view of the sky. Try positioning your GPS 
in several places to see where you will get the best results. Generally speaking, your 
GPS will NOT work indoors. So go outside and have a great time! 


Q: My GPS does not get a fixed position. My GPS is slow to acquire 
when driving. 


A: Factory default settings for our GPS receivers makes them to do a cold-start and reset 
and it might take the GPS receiver over 5 minutes before acquiring a position fix. Each 
subsequent start should be much faster - but please allow for up to 5 minutes for the first 
time out of the box. 


To get a clear fix: Please make sure the GPS is located outdoors with the magnet facing 
down (for our mouse based GPS) or label side up for our CompactFlash GPS. It is very 
important that the receiver is located away from buildings or high voltage 
cables/installations. Severe weather and metallic objects may also hinder GPS reception. 


Check to see if the red light on the side of your mouse based GPS (USB/Serial/Universal) 
is blinking. When you have acquired satellites, this light will become steady. For the 
CompactFlash GPS, please check a GPS viewer program (such as our GPS diagnostic 
program) to see when this GPS acquires satellites. 


Important: For best and fastest results, you must be standing still for the GPS to acquire 
satellites. Before driving, make sure your GPS has acquired the satellites. If not, it could 
take up to 10-15 minutes to acquire satellites while in motion. If you are experiencing 
issues with the GPS fading in and out of coverage while driving, try to better position it on 
the dashboard or root.
